(excluding Rant Punjab, Bihar Went Bengal and A^sam) 
and in the Indian States shown in this statement, the total 
number of deaths recorded, in 132 towns having a population 
of 30,000 and over was 7,388. The mid-year estimated popu- 
lation of those towns was 16,000,854 audit he death rate was 
24-0 per thousand of the population. Births m the same 
towns numbered 10,219 giving a birth rate of 33-2 per thou- 
sand of the population . In Tndia alone the corresponding 
birt h and death rates were 33*7 and 24 * 4 pei thousand of the 
population respectively. 

— In Indio the following towns returned a 
high death rate of 50or over per thousand of the population 

Hardwar Dnior. (08-4) ; Benares (64-6); Yootma) (00'5) ,

The high death rates in all the above towns were mainly 
due to deaths from levers There were a fairly large number
